Grain is Rushed 
To Elevators 


The elevators in town were open at 
five o’clock on Monday morning and 
from the outset were rushed with 
grain from every direction, as every- 
thing possible had been loaded on Sun- 
day while the elevators were clused. 
At the rate grain is being delivered 
now it will tax every possible facil- 
ity of both elevators and railroad to 
keep the grain moving. Yields are 
being reported that indicate an eclipse 
of even the famed 1915 crop in yield 
per acre, and to leave that marvel 
year almost negligible when volume 
is considered. The amount of straw 
to be handled is unusually large and 
where grain was down or tangled the 
sheaves are difficult loadifg for the 
men employed. Practically everything 
is now cut, the grain left for com- 
bines being the latest to be finished. 
Much of the late cut grain provided a 
much better sample than was expect- 
ed, but where it had not thoroughly 
ripened before going down it was not 
so satisfactory. The weather at the 
first of the week is almost perfect 
for threshing operations and every 
advantage is being taken of this fact. 
Light clouds have been plentiful at 
all times but general hopes are en- 
tertained of a continuance of present 
favorable conditions.

Re Work on Sunday 


Editor Champion Chronicle ; 

Dear Sir,—Having noticed your ex- 
pressed opinion, in last week’s issue, 
of the Sunday reception of grain at 
elevators, I would like to say that I 
am in sympathy with the spirit in 
which the comment was made and am 
convinced of the sincerity of the re- 
mark that you are not advocating 
Sunday work where the waste invol- 
ved would not justify the use of the 
Sabbath, or where the work might be 
done in season, However, | feel sure 
you are prepared to allow a difference 
of opinion as to whether the recent 
order re closing of elevators was ‘“‘un- 
necessary and unjust.” 


Conditions have admittedly been 
bad, The question then is: ‘Is Sun- 
labor a remedy ora delusion?” If by 


this time elevators are becoming clog- 
ged the difficulty becomes involved 
with the whole freight handling prob- 
lem, 

I would agree that everything ad- 
visable rather than “possible” should 
be done to facilitate the getting of the 
crop into the elevators, The require- 
ment of the Dominion law that people
